PHILADELPHIA, March 26. — James: Carey, GIO 
secretary-treasure-, reaffirmed his “join with fascists” line 
here last Thursday night. He flatly reasserted his notorious 
statement of last Jan. 28, this time not before an American 
fy Cpe pgs conference of anti-Communists of the 
NAM and pro-fascists, but at the regular monthly meeting 
of the Philadelphia CIO Industrial Union Council. 

Carey distributed to some 50 CIO delegates attend- 
ing the meeting at the Amalgamated Clothing Workers 
hall mimeggraphed copies which he said quoted accurately 
his New York speech. 

He marked in pencil himself the paragraph containing 
the declaration which he confirmed having made: “Yes, 
we would join with Fascists in order to fight, in a war, 
Communists.” 

Careys appearance here was a result of a motion 
condemning his “join with Fascists” speech and calling for 
his removal from his CIO post. It was introduced by Ike 
Freedman, CIO Fur and Leather Workers business agent, 
Local 53, at the CIO Council's previous meeting, Feb. 23. 


This motion was then referred back to the executive 


board, and the Council voted unasimously to invite a 


to appear before it and explain his call for an alliance wi 
fascism for a third world war. 


NO PUBLICITY 


Carey’s appearance last Thursday night was not pub- 
licized in advance. Present at the meeting were the usual 
number of delegates from steel, auto, textile, clothing, and 
other unions, with a full turn-out of his own [UE repre- 
sentatives.. With the exception of the Fur and: Leather 
delegate, there were no delegates from progressive-led 
unions. They have been expelled. On a rising vote, those 
attending, with the exception of the Fur delegate, voted 


confidence in Carey. , 
The Amalgamated was not representéd by its Jewish 


‘leaders, Louis Weinstein and Harry Norwitch. But its 


vote, the largest bloc in the local Council, was cast by 
another Amalgamated delegate. 

One of the delegates was asked by the Daily Worker 
last Friday whether the Council realized it had now been 
put officially on record in support of Carey's “join with 
Fascists’ policy. 

“I guess you could interpret it that way if you 
wanted, he replied. “But I don’t think most of the dele- 
gates thought of it that way. The issue was put by Carey 
as a strictly personal. affair between him and Gold (Ben 
Gold, president of the CIO Fur and Leather Workers 
Union). - 

“After Carey explained the overall picture, and since 
he qualified what he said about joining with Fascists, the ' 
delegates didn’t. think it was necessary to do anything 
about it.” _ 

Pressed still further for an explanation of his own 
vote, this local CIO leader declared: “Well, the higher- 


! ups haven't spoken out before, and maybe this will serve 


to put them en the spot about Brother Carey.” 


SAME STATEMENT 

In his speech to the Council, Carey claimed the New 
York Herald-Tribune had not quoted him accurately, 
However, the text he quoted and distributed himself ex- 
pressed identically the same content. It reads: “Yes, we 
would join with Fascists in order to fight, in a war; Com- 
munists.”
